To the Editor of The Times: Will you 
kindly permit me to make a brief explana- 
tion through the columns of Tae Times of 
my relation to the Esdor Henrici case, 
which has attracted so much public atten- 
tion lately? 

Personaily, I care but little about news-

the public regarding this matter. 

Tue facts in the case are as follows: 
When 1 bad the matter brought to my at 
tention, I called on Mr. Esdor and Miss 
Henrici at their rooms in this city to, inves- 
tigate the case. During my interview with 
them, Mr. Esdor produced a marriage con- 
tract, drawn up before Justice Lyons 
of San Fraucisco, duly signed 
and acknowledged in his presence by both 

rties, and pearing the seal of his office. 

had gone to see them with the intention 
of taking charge of Miss Henrici and hold- 
ing her until I could bear from her relatives 
io San Francisco, but finding them already 
married, I certainly bad no authority to 
take ner from ber husband. 

Neither of them was satisfied witil the 
contract marriage, as very few persons 
know that such a marriage is legal, and 
„they therefore wished te be married by 
license. I told them that there was no 
legal or moral necessity of that, but they 
insisted upon it, and he asked me to go with 
him to the Clerk’s office and help him to ob- 
tain the license. As they were already 
married, Isaw no impropriety or wrong in 
doing so, as a gratification of their wishes. 
Further than that, I had been informed uf

A complaint has been made by Mr. White | 


Child—Judge Wade’s Remarks | 
in Giving His Opinion— 
The Evidence. 


The celebrated Weyse divorce case came 
to an ond yesterday, and resulted in the 
granting of a divorce to the plaintiff, and 
also the custody of the boy born since her 
marriage to O. G. Weyse. 

Col. Wells made a desperate struggle for 
bis client, and took advantage of every 
technical point, but the array of testimony 
was too formidable. 

When the case was resumed in the morn- 
ing, there was some further testimony on 
the part of the defense and some rebuttal 
testimony. It was none of itofa very im- 
portant character. 

August Niemann testified that he over- 


Weyse and Thomas Key, the witness who 
was bribed to go away before the trial was 
to come off. He could not remember that 
he heard much of the conversation or what 
it was about. 

On cross-examination he said that he bad 
been asked by O. G. Weyse to stand out- 
side the door and listen to the conversa- 
tion, but bad not been able to hear all of 
it Healso admitted that H. G. Weyse 
suggested to him a day or two ago that he 
should go to O. G. Weyse, as the latter 
wished to see him. 

The affidavit sworn to by Thomas Key, 
in which he was made to say that he knew 
nothing of the case, was introduced by the 
defense. 

Conrad Jacoby testified that he took the 
acknowledgement ot Thomas Key to the affl- 
davit, and that Key not being able to write 
made his mark. 

The morning hour was consumed with 
this testimony, and when the recess was 
taken it was easy to see that the end was 
not far off. 

At the afternoon session Joseph Mascarel 
was sworn and was shown a note for $8000 
which he said he delivered to Mr. Dooner. 

James H. Abbott, hotel manager, testified 
that he knows “that crooked man,“ Thomas 
Key. Key made a statement about the 
Weyse case over a year ago. The witness 
met him on the street, and said to him that 
they had offered him $100, but it would take 
$1500 to get him. Who was meant by 
“they” the witness aid not know. 

This closed the testimony on both sides, 
and Col. Wells moved for a dismissal of the 
case on the grounds already set up by him, 
that the court has no jurisdiction, on ac- 
count of Mrs. Weyse not having resided in 
the State for six months prior to the filin 
of the complaint. Col. Wells contend 
that Mrs. Weyse, by going to France, had 
lost her domicile in California, and argued 
the point at some length, citing several 
authorities. He argued the difference be- 
tween domicile ana residence, and reviewed 
thé testimony with reference to Mrs. 
Weyse’s intention ip going to France. 

r. Hatch made a brief argument, in 
which he said that Col. Wells’s law was all 
right, but did not fit the facts in the case. 
He thought Mrs. Werse did just right in 
getting away from such a brute as the de- 
fendant, with her chiidren. The statements 
of certain abuse have not been denied by 
the defendant. He simply drove the 
plaintiff to seek refuge by his abuse, The 
plaintiff had testified that ner intention was 
to educate her children in France and re- 
turn to Los Angeles and set her son up in 
his father’s business. All. her rents and 
profits and all ber property are in Los An- 
geles.

Col. Wells made a short reply,

Judge Wade, in deciding the case, said 
that in this case the plaintiff was a resident 
of Los — She became engaged to 
the defendant during that residence, and 
married him. She went to France with the 
consent of her husband, and all the evi- 
dence seems to concur that this was the 
place she resided. ‘There was no legal sep- 
aration until she reached Los Angeles. She 
testified that she came back to secure a di- 
vorce. The fact of her returning would 
seem to make known that she was com- 
pelled to come back to California to secure 
the divorce. A mere statement of an in- 
tention to remove to France, after already 
having a permanent domicile, would not 
defeat her domicile in Los Angeles. From 
the plaintiff's own testimony there was no 
intention coupled with an act that would 
defeat her residence in Los Angeles. There 
was no intention, even in the future, of 
making a permanent home in France. For 
these reasons the motion was denied. The 
testimony was sufficient, he said, to satisfy 
the Court that the piaintiff is entitied to a 
divorce. 

There was no question in the mind of the 
Court about the cbild, either. The husband 
is confessedly impecunious, and the wife 
has a considerable estate. From the mat- 
ters testified to, he thought the child will be 
better off with the mother. 

Col. Wells said he would like to have the 
order so made that the child should not be 
taken to France. 

The Court said he would make no such 
order, to imprison the child. 

An order was made that the child should 
be delivered to the mother, and Judge Wade 
directed the officers of the court to see it 
carried out. 

The child was afterward delivered to Mrs. 
Weyse in pursuance of the instructions of 
the Court. 
HELD TO ANSWER. 

The examination of Clayton White, 
attorney, ona charge of assault to murder 
his former wife, some two weeks ago, was 
concluded before Justice Austin yesterday,

A PHILADELPHIA inventor has pro- 
posed to the Committee on Coinage 
the minting of a new pattern of coin.

Our contemporary states that it be- 
lieves Gen, Murray to be the abler 
man of the two aspirants in San Diego 
county. It is convinced that Bowers 
could not be nominated were he to re- 
ceive the solid vote of his own county 
and the solid vote of San Bernardino 
county, on account of the opposition 
to him in other parts of the district, 
and especially in Los Angeles county. 
On tbe other hand, it says that, so far 
as known, there is no part of the Re- 
publican party in this Congress Dis- 
trict that would not willingly support 
Murray, were he nominated.

After the convention was over he 
joined with other disgruntled Repub- 
licans and Democrats, and, forming a 
Citizens’ ticket, defeated the regular 
nominees of his party whom he had, 
by his presence at the Republican con- 
vention and by holding the high vosi- 
tion of trust us chairman of the Repub- 
lican Executive Committee, pledged 
himself to support. 

Again, the following illustration of 
Mr. Bowers’s mental make-up 1s given: 


At Perris, A. desired to be appointed 
postmaster. Mr. Bowers gave him a letter 
of recommendation, Soon afterward B.

The Senate Silver Debate 
About Ended. 


A Vote to Be Taken on the Conferenee 
. "Measure Today. 


Indications That the Democrats W 
Vote Against the Bill. 


The House Drifts Into a Long Dis- 
cussion of the Late Samoan 
Unpleasantness and Ac- 
complishes Nothing:

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) July 9.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate. The 
presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls) an- 
nounced his signature to the bill for 
the admission of Wyoming.

Under this 
conference report the Secretary of the 
Treasury can drive the country to part 
with every dollar of gold and can lock 
up in the vaults of the treasury every 
silver dollar. That is the most dan- 
gerous power given to the Secretary of 
the Treasury since the foundation of 
the Government.

The conference bill is a 
total abandonment of all pretensions 
to the double standard. 

Mr. Mitchell, in course of some 
questions, involving Mr. Cockrell’s 


consistency, remarked that, while he 


was in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, he would support the 
conference bill, because it was all that 
the friends of silver could get. , 

Mr. Cockrel 
Senate will reject this report the 
House will in the end agree to the Sen- 
ate bill. We have made no deter- 
mined effort to support the Senate bill. 
We show no backbone. We show no 
disposition to stand by what we have 
solemnly done. And we give truth to 
the assertion of the monometallists of 
the East that the bill was only a 
roject to furnish a market for silver 
ullion. 

Mr. Daniel addressed the Senate in 
opposition to the Silver Bill. The 
question, he said, was a great deal 
bigger than the President of the 
United States, whether the President’s 
name was Benjamin Harrison or 
Grover Cleveland.

000 worth of silver bullion would be 
piled up in the treasury every year; 
that the silver stream would be flowing, 
and not a dollar of it could be coined 
to pay bonds or obligations of the 
United States which were pay- 
able in coin. Such enormous 
discrimination against silver as 
that never existed in legislation ex- 
cept when silver was completely de- 
monetized. He admitted it would be 
better that the conference bill should 
become law than that no bill on the 
subject should become law. But it 
was u mere makeshift. ner or 
later. Mr. Daniel said, Congress and 
the Executive had got to come into 
collision on the silver question. Why 
not let the collision come now. If the 
friends of silver stood up to the fight, 
they could win it, and if they ran away 
they would lose it.

Los ANGELES, July 7.—[To the Ed- 


City Council has asked an expression 
from the public as to the best modes 
of keeping our business streets clean, 
I am inclined to indorse one suggested 
by some one in Tur Times some days 
since, that is of flushing the gutters 
with water from the zanjas. As it is 
now the sprinkling on the paved 
streets runs to the gutters and carries 
all the flilth or the essence of it there 

to settle into the depressions to evap- 
orate. 

I can conceive of no better way than 
to thoroughly flush the gutters. To do 
this might involve some change, but 
would not the object to be .o tained 
warrant at least an investigation. 

There is an intolerable uuisance in 
gathering up the filth from our streets 
almost if not quite equal to letting it 
remain. I refer to throwing this filth 
up into the high carts, oftentimes 
the man throwing it over ‘his shoulder, 
one-fourth of it landing either on the 
walks or on an unlucky passer-by, to 
be carried off on his person. I have 
seen this dust when thrown toward the 
cart land in a lady’s carriage; which 
would be received with closed eyes and 
mouth, and with more patience and 
fortitude than it would have been had 
it come from any other source than an 
official one. It was accepted as one of 
those inevitable evils. 

Some five or six years ago I suggested 

to one of our city officials that had this 
matter in charge a simple arrangement 
that would obviate this nuisance, and 
do the work in half the time.

Sales of Farm Produce in Towns. 
Rural.! 


Not long ago we commented favor- 
ably upon the arrangements for selling 
fresh produce out of producers’ wag- 
ons in San Diego, and alluded to the 
difliculty which producers met with in 
selling their produce in other towns. 
It took a hard fight, a few years ago, to 
secure for Alameda county producers

for. It is encouraging, however, to 
note that producers’ rights are muin- 
tained in the courts. The following 
appears in the Chronicle under the 
headline, **The Farmers Victorious:” 

The vegetable gardeners won their test 
case in the Police Court yesterday, the jury 
acquitting Charles Kodgers, who was ar- 
rested for obstructin Broadway with his 
vegetabie wagon. ‘The farmers allege that 
their side of the story has more merit than 
that of the Eleventh-street merchants. 
They say that they occupy the streets dur- 
ing the early morning hour only, and are 
all closed out and away before7a.m. They 
declare that the Eleventh-street merchants 
have attacked them because they undersold 
the storekeepersa, ‘They also state that 
Eleventh street is made — impass- 
able during the entire day by the vehici 
and boxes of the storekeepers. The fig 
has been a lively one on both sides, but the 
matter will now probably be allowed to 
rest.

H. Markham, at Tuesday’s conven- 
tion. 


JUDGE MAGEE was fittingly hon- 
ored at the convention on Tuesday. 
He was chosen chairman of the com- 
mittee on credentials and was desig- 
nated as one of the delegates-at-large 
to the State Convention. 


Ir is generally admitted that the 
cold snap of March last, extending 
from Maine to Florida, and taking in 
the Eastern and Middle States, will 
produce a large shrinkage of the [fruit 
supply. The peach crop of New Jersey 
and Delaware, which last year 
amounted to considerably over a 
million bushels, will this year hardly 
reach five thousand bushels of fruit of 
inferior quality. A large shrinkage, 
though not in such great proportions, 
extends over the entire fruit-supply 
of the New Eugland and Middle 
States, which means a loss to agri- 
culturists estimated at not less than 
four or five millions of dollars. In this 
connection a leading New York mer- 
chant said a few days ago: Ten 
years ago this blow would have been 
irreparable, and the country would 
have had to endure afruit famine with 
what grace it could, but this year a 
gate of deliverance is opened in Cali- 
fornia. The crop of that State this 
season is unusually large, and the un- 
precedented energy expended in fruit- 
culture during the last decade has 
produced a supply equal to the present 
demand. The California fruit is 
‘received in refrigerator cars, and gen- 
erally comes through in about six 
days, in good condition. The dates at 
which the California fruit will be har- 
vested and shipped to the eastern mar- 
ket are about as follows: “For June, 
cherries, plams, prunes, apricots and 
early peaches; for July there will be 
added to these nectarines, early variety 

pes and Bartlett pears; in Au- 

N ert grapes and varieties of 
er pears and fancy peaches; in 
mber the grape crop will be in its 
perfection, and in October winter 
rs and late varieties of peaches and 
plums.” This is high testimony to the 
character and extent of California’s 
fruit supply. Pasadena and the neigh- 
boring districts are coming into promi- 
pence asa great fruit-producing cen- 
ter, especially in the line of cherries, 
plums, prunes and apricots. What 
the New York merchant says only re- 
iterates what C. C. Thompson, one of 
our most extensive orchardists, told 


the Times reporter several weeks ago. 


Mr. Thompson’s statements wert pub- 
lished, and it will be remembered that 
he urged, among other things, the im- 
portance of our fruit-growers taking
